That means exposing war mongers and anti-Soviet rabble 
rousers l That means pulling to a greater extent the 
independents and waver ere ~ in short unite all forces who 
stand for the independence and unity of Germany into the 
national front* The national front knows no zonal boundaries* 

In the sign of the national front *e must and will win the 
battle for Germany 4 e future* That means, therefore, the 
development of an exchange of political and practical 
experience' with our colleagues in the Soviet Union and the 
people*" democracies and especially with our progressive 
railroad colleagu.ee in the capitalistic countries,*. Tor 
unionists of our young democratic republic, the most 
pressing job is to intensify to a groat degree our cor-*

with general and personal subjects* 

:•) rlr-nt or local groups will include in their monthly 
reports to District Hq. a reoort on correspondence* 

k) The answering of special Questions from Ter tern German 
colleagues, i.e*/ critical question's. will be done after 
consultation with specialists on Interzonal Work at 
BezirX Ha., or on important matters f at Central Ho* 

4) The taking up of connections with foreign unions is a 
matter for Central Hteu Plant correspondence of our 
plants with plants in the Soviet Union and the Peoples 0 
Democracies will be arranged by Central Hq. Incoming 
international mail received by plants Is to be copied 
and sent In through the District Hq.*...
